(2) “ Number in employment ” is virtually a direct record ; ‘‘ number of available wage earners ” 
is an estimate derived by increasing the total of wage earners in employment (plus unemployed) at the 
Census of 1933 in ratio to the annual increase in persons aged 15 to 64 years. In order to increase the 
degree of precision in the index, adjustment is made in the number of available wage earners 
thus estimated to allow for (q) increase in the proportion of females who are wage earners (b) 
youths who were without occupation but were not recorded in the wage-earning group at the 
Census of 1933, Adjustment for seasonal variations in employment is not made except in respect 
of casual retail employees in December. Since the outbreak of war, adjustment is due on account of 
enlistments in naval, military and air forces, and on account of persons (not formerly of the wage- 
earning group) who have entered employment. 


(3) At the census of 1933, 15,142 persons, or 1-8 per cent. of total dependent on employment 
were unemployed by reason of illness, accident, etc., or voluntarily. These are excluded from the above 
indexes which relate to percentages of available wage earners employed and unemployed. 


(4) The percentages of unemployment shown above are approximations relating to all wage 
earners of both sexes. Separate estimates for males and females cannot be made from the data available
